Girl Sees Accident 
In her story to state highway po­ 
lice Miss Oretch stated that she had 
been on her way home from Ellport 
when not far ahead of her she not­ 
iced Miss Braden and Mr. Bianco 
walking In the same direction. She 
proceded to catch up with them and 
walk the remaining distance to her 
home on Fountain avenue, together, 
since she was acquainted with both 
parties. The three had been walk­ 
ing in the direction of EUwood fac­ 
ing traffic. At a point about mid­ 
way between the borough line and 
Bumstown stop where there is a 
small curve, the three observed the 
lights of a car coming in their di­ 
rection from the rear. Instinctive­ 
ly they all moved to their left. Miss 
Braden and Miss Gretch had been 
completely off the pavement and 
Mr. Bianco was just on the edge she 
said. Miss Gretch was the furthest 
away. 
The car, according to Miss Gretch 
had suddenly swerved from the 
right side of the road to the left and 
ran into Mr. Bianco and Miss Bra­ 
den.

This stopped 
all action in the rollers and caused 
certain members of the bridge to 
buckle. 
“In planning repairs on the bridge 
all these conditions had to be taken 
into consideration.

FINDING JOBS FOR IDLE 
A rapid cutting down of the number of persons on relief rolls 
throughout the country is the purpose of the plan announced by Fed­ 
eral Relief Administrator Hopkins for transferring recipients of relief 
to the payrolls of public works projects. 
The chief aim of the public works program is to provide work for 
the unemployed. For the purpose of speeding up this process, Mr. Hop­ 
kins announced that "a vital coordinating link’’ between the federal 
emergency relief administration and the United States employment serv­ 
ice would be established. 
The United States employment service will 
provide the contract between public works projects and the state and 
other local offices of the emergency relief administration. 
Approximately 4,000,000 heads of families now are on relief rolls, 
it Was disclosed. The federal relief administrator expressed the belief 
that large numbers of these soon would be restored to a self-support­ 
ing status. 
State officials in charge of relief and employment services already 
have begun their cooperation in the effort to find jobs on relief pro­ 
jects for the unemployed. 
The public works program has been a little slow in getting started. 
More rapid progress from now on, hpwever, can be looked for. Allot­ 
ment of funds is proceeding on a rising scale with the prospect that with­ 
in a few more weeks construction work will be increasing in all parts of 
the country. This is an encouraging outlook.

SLIPPERY ROCK. Pa., July 29.— 
Dr. Thomas C. Blaisdell, gprofessor 
of the teaching of English of 
the 
coUege, was the speaker at the com­ 
mencement exercises of the State 
Teachers CoUege at Slippery Rock 
this morning at 10:30, when forty- 
four students were graduated. 
What does it mean to be educat­ 
ed? and who are the educated peo­ 
ple? was the theme of the speaker’s 
address. 
He defined an educated 
individual as “one who meets every 
problem of life with reasonable ef­ 
ficiency.” 
Measured by this definition, he 
found few people educated. “We fall 
short as individuals,” he declared, 
“We fall short as citizens of 
our 
home cities, which is shown by the 
governments of Chicago and New 
York, of Pittsburgh and Philadel­ 
phia. 
We fall as citizens of our 
state and citizens of our nation.” 
He pointed out the crime of chUd 
labor, the building of a larger navy 
and army despite the fact that we 
had signed a peace pact, the unreg­ 
ulated condition of industry, 
the 
old-time politician instead of the 
trained expert as a few of the re­ 
sults of the judgments of an educa­ 
ted people. 
Dr. Blaisdell advocated the public

Sen. Royal Copeland

NEW YORK, July 29.—A national 
set of laws imposing the death pai- 
alty for kidnaping was advocated 
Friday by Senator Royal S. C c^-

Senator Copeland, physician, so­ 
ciologist and humanitarian, admit­

"But the motherhood of 
the nation is terrified over the epi­ 
demic of kidnaping.

“If congress were voting on a bill, 
at the ]n*esent time. ];x:oviding death 
for kidnapers, it would be passed.”
